Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 

Applicant's representative, Jean Yao, contacted Examiner Swope to inquire as to whether amendment of the 
examined claims, 4-8 and 19 to recite compositions comprising the anhydridized blood coagulation factors of Claim 5 
would overcome the current 102(b) and 103(a) rejections. Mr Yao was informed that, although said proposed 
amendment would over come a 102 rejection, such compositions would be obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the 
art over the current 102(b) rejections in view of standard knowledge in the art (i.e. making compositions comprising any 
compound). 

Mr Yao also inquired as to whether it would be feasible and advantageous to file an RCE and change the elected 
invention to methods of treating disseminated intravascular coagulation disorders, as recited in Claims 14-18. 
Examiner Swope informed Mr. Yao that, yes.it would be possible to file an RCE and change the elected invention to 
Claims 14-18. Mr. Yao was also informed that, based on the Examiner's quick review of a few review articles, 
treatment of disseminated intravascular disorder APPEARS to not be straight forwar and, therefore, treatment with the 
anhydridized compounds disclosed by Applicants MAY not be obvious over the prior art. Whether the specification 
enables the recited methods was questioned. Mr. Yao stated that he would confer with Applicants to determine 
whether an RCE requesting examination of the methods of treatment would be filed.
